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Ko  one  doubts  for  a  moment  that  the  proposal 
put  forward  by  Mr.  E.  W.  Bealty  for  unified  con- 
trol of  the  two  transcontinental  railway  systems 
of  the  Dominion  is  inspired  by  other  than  a 
•upreme  desire  to  do  what  is  best  In  the  Interests 
of  the  people  of  Canada.  On  that  account  alone, 
coming  from  such  a  source,  the  most  earnest  at- 
tentlMi  should  be  given  to  the  proposal  It 
should  be  examined  In  all  its  bearings.  Public 
opinion  has  not  wholly  grasped  the  essentials  of 
the  plan  suggested  by  the  President  of  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Railway.  It  is  m>oken  of  indeter- 
minately as  an  amalgamation  or  a  merger. 
Neither  of  these  words  was  used  by  Mr.  Beatty 
In  connection  with  the  proposed  plan.  He  spoke 
of  a  ''vnlon"  for  the  purposes  of  control  and 
operation.  Pre.sumably  by  that  union  the  two 
companies  would  remain  separate  entitles  under 
oiw  direction.  Tlie  imlon  idea  Is  to  effect  sav- 
ing."!, to  eliminate  waste  and  to  conduct  trans- 
portation on  the  railways  and  their  allied  inter- 
•ito  bi  as  eeononliB  a  way  as  ponible. 

It  may  be  hoped  that  before  the  Bill  now 
befOT*  FarUamant  arising  out  of  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Duff  Transportation  Com- 
mission Is  considered  in  the  House  of  Cmnmons 

forward  the  ftets  that  would  affect  unified  eon 
trol  of  the  transportation  systems.  There  are 
certain  points  requiring  elucidation.  One  of 
thMe  it  whether  or  not  ultimate  amalgamation 
of  the  interests  \s  proposed.  Another  Is  whether 
unified  control  would  be  permanent  or  only  for 
a  speelfled  nmnber  of  years.  A  third  point  is 
relating  to  the  distribution  of  earnings  as  be- 
tween the  two  companies  and  the  extent  to 
whleh  a  bailf  eould  be  arrlTed  at  to  determine 
aueh  allocation. 

There  Is  no  doubt  whatever  about  the  In- 
herent virtues  contained  In  the  plan  for  unified 
control.  They  have  been  acknowledged  by  news- 
papers from  one  end  of  Canada  to  the  other. 
They  appeal  strongly  to  the  business  clement  of 
the  country.  Where  there  Is  an  aspect  of 
confusion  in  the  public  mind  Is  the  extent  to 
which  an  "amalgamation"  or  "merger"  might 
take  place  eventually.  If  at  all.  The  railway 
problem  is  admittedly  critical.  To  provide  for 
Its  solution  Mr.  Beatty  has  proposed  unified  con- 
trol. That  is  the  logical  and  economic  proposal 
arising  out  of  a  knowledge  of  the  situation  which, 
from  alMnglet.  is  probably  possessed  by  no  other 
man  in  the  coontry  to  the  same  extent  aS  Mr, 
Beatty.  It  is  on  this  ground  that  his  recom- 
mendations demand  public  attention.  They  did 
not  receive  the  examination  that  is  their  due  by 
the  Senate.  That  body  has  approved  the  Rail- 
way Transportation  Bill  now  before  Parliament. 
In  some  respects,  and  particularly  in  relation  to 
the  arbitral  tribunal  it  is  proposed  to  set  up. 
thert  are  elements  which  suggest  that  th^  legis- 
lation being  considered  may  prove  discriminating 
and  in  the  process  seriously  interfere  with  the 
ban  Ibttreili  of  InTestors.  It  is  on  that  ground 
thSi.Mr.  Beatty  oppo.<^p.s  fhf-  arbitral  tribunal. 
ObVldiisly  if  the  economies  desired  are  to  be 
madapracUeal  they  can  beet  be  effected  through 
unified  control.  Political  considerations  should 
not  be  allowed  to  stand  in  the  way  of  finding  a 
fUua  mMkaa  of  Canada's  greatest  problem.

It  may  not  have 
t>een  a  salted  mine,  but  It  certainly 
did  not,  when  worked,  give  any  In- 
dieatieBa  ef  producing  the  mtncraia 


that  tt  was  supposed  to  have  con 
talned.  After  spending  thousands  of 
dollars  In  an  effort  to  make  the  re- 
puted mine  pav.  it  wa.s  abandoned. 

It  is  noticeable  that  mere  pras- 
pect.s  are  otTerrd  to  tlip  public,  and 
everyone  slif.uld  lx»  warned  in  time 
to  br  "Icrry"  of  tliem  or  the  result 
win  be  that  tlic  .shareholders,  as 
bUted  in  former  '  Memories,"  will  be 
mined  Instead  of  the  actual  nUne. 

There  wa.s  a  supposed  wonderful 
reef  placed  on  thr  market  ,'^^ome 
years  ago  mot  500  miles  from  Van- 
couver i.  .Several  thousands  of  Vic- 
toria money  was  invested  in  it  and  a 
piece  of  slate,  a  foot  long  and  nine 
or  ten  Indies  wide,  on  the  surface  of 
which  there  was  over  one  hundred 
doUara  in  gold,  was  eidiiblted,  and 
of  course,  many  people  were  falling 
over  them.selve.s  to  invest  in  the  dis- 
covery. It  was  not  only  British 
Columbians  who  were  caught,  but 
most  unfortunately  it  caught  a 
British  alderman  who  was  pass- 
ing through  the  Province.  He 
dropped  tl89,000  of  good  British 
money  hito  the  thing,  but  then,  of 
course,  alderman  are  easy  mu-ks 
anyway;  but  (me  with  $1SS,000,  I 
can  assure  you,  is  a  scarce  article. 
However,  it  i.s  to  be  hop^d  that  these 
Incidents  will  .stand  out  as  warnings 
to  all  inve.stors  to  use  the  utmost 
caution,  because  nothing  does  the 
Province  so  much  harm  as  floating 
of  mUalng  ventures  that  are  more  or 
less  fraudulent. 

There  is  nothing  .so  precarious  as 
gold  mining.  It  is  wonderlully  fas- 
clnaiinK  and  frequently  ends  in  di."*- 
appointment.  The  laws  are  not 
one-half  stringent  enough  to  pro- 
tect the  sbareholders  of  mining 
stocks.  It  Is  not  as  good  an  in- 
vestment as  a  sweepetake  ticket  by 
any  means. 

If  gold  min; lie;  is  to  be  revived  in 
real  earnest  there  is  little  doubl 
that  if  care  is  used  and  prospecting 
is  carried  en  In  an  energetic  and 
honeet  way.  It  will  be  a  vast  ad- 
vantage to  the  Provinee  as  a  Whole, 
especially  so  at  a  time  when  there 
\f,  so  much  ne»d  of  industries,  and 
mining  certainly  is  a  major  indus- 
try.

OBJECT  OP  rLAN 

The  primary  object  of  the  scheme 

is,  as  the  name  Implies,  to  give  work 
to  the  unemployed,  thus  lessening 
the  demand  uixtn  charities  and  va- 
rious direct  relief  schemes.  The  re- 
.sult  of  employment  given  is  direct 
and  obvious.  The  worker  spends  his 
wages  with  the  local  retail  store,  the 
proprietor  of  which  la  enabled  to 
maintain  his  staff  of  derks:  money 
is  kept  in  circulation,  and  every 
commodity  commands  a  brisker  mar- 
ket. It  is  not,  however,  nece.s,sary  to 
iKtually  employ  men  or  women  to 
co-ot)erate  in  this  biK  drive  for  bet- 
ter conditions.  The  purcha.se  of  .some 
article,  no  matter  what  Ls  it.  which 
would  otherwise  have  been  deferred, 
will  accomplish  the  same  effect.  On 
the  trade  done  bjr  the  merchant  de- 
pends the  Income  and  salary  of  his 
employees,  as  well  as  that  of  the 
factory  workers  and  the  long  chain 
of  tho6f»  who  bring  the  commodity 
to  the  local  .stores.  It  Is  as  impor- 
tant to  keep  men  in  Jobs  as  it  is  to 
employ  those  out  of  work.  Thus  the 
purchase  of  any  article,  be  it  cloth- 
ing, household  appUaooos.  for  per- 
sonal or  general  ose.  win  aid  In  ttie 
movement  toward  the  alleviation  of 
unemployment.

both  England  and  in  the  United 
States,  an  aggregate  of  millions  of 
dollars  being  released  in  this  man- 
ner. The  movement  ha-s  been 
called  by  differcnl  names,  but  the 
principnl  ha.s  b(  fn  the  same  In 
every  ca-se  Hornfs  liave  been  can- 
lva.s.spd  and  biL'inp.s.s  men  Inter- 
viewpd  witli  thr  idea  of  .securing 
work  for  tlie  unemployed,  each  cit- 
izen pledging  himself  to  give  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  work  within  a  given 
period.  In  this  manner  8,oeOMO 
hours  df  employment  ware  created 
in  England,  setting  to  work  men 
who  had  been  idle  for  months.

"Chinook,"  "King"  in  dif- 
ferent localities— but  wherever  he  is  hooked, 
he  Ls  a  real  fighter.  Let  us  consider  the  life

Life  Story 


FOR  the  purpose  of  this  story  wa  will  create 
an  •  IntelllBcnt  Observer,"  one  endowed 
Willi  super  powers  of  observation  and  deduc- 
Mon—a  paiwo  deeply  varaed  In  flih>lere,  aad 
one  who  may  tell  us  many  things  that  we  may 
not  know  by  other  means,  vie,  the  migratory 
and  spawning  habits  of  tha  pareata  of  ^ 
gold  button  flsh  in  qiirstlon. 
Are  you  interested?  If  so,  come  along. 
If  we  could  have  been  present  with  "fiital- 
ligent  Ob.servrr"  at  the  BU>uth  of  a  certain 
river  in  British  Columbia  a  few  years  ago,  we 
should  have  seen  a  wonderful  sight— a  great 
run  of  Spring  salmon  entering  the  river  on  a 
flood  tide.  The  stream  was  literally  alive  with 
fiah,  many  displaying  theu-  presence  by  leap- 
ing and  breaking  the  surface  Of  tha  wat«, 
whUe  overhead  a  atoud  of  fidla  dreM  aa4 
screamed. 

On  the  turn  of  tha  tide  the  aatanon  oeaaad 

to  appear  on  the  surface.  They  disappeared 
mysteriously,  only  to  return  to  the  surface 
atala  oa  tha  aast  rialnt  tide  not  far  from  the 
.'pot  where  first  seen 

This  school  of  Ash  was  now  mi  the  last  leg 
of  Itt  great  Jaurnay  from  tha  aaa,  ataried  aema 
moTith.s  before  Tlirv  were  complying  with 
the  inexorable  law  of  nature  to  return  to  the 
paraat  atraain,  mMwn  to  reproduce  their 
apaalMi  and  die. 

In  apite  of  all  the  dlfllculties  and  dangers 
they  had  encountered  from  seal-herd,  flab 
traps  and  nets,  many  obstacles  had  yot  to  ba 
overcome  before  they  attained  the  upper 
reaches  they  sought.  So  we  foUow  them  as 
they  continue  thair  JoonMy  m  tha  ilfir  «a 
a  flood  tide. 

When  the  next  tide  ebbs  they  do  not  turn 
or  dlmppaar  froa  the  aorf  iMa.  bat  eooMraa 
on  up  atraant  fownrds  their  goal.  After  enter- 
ing frarti  water  they  cease  to  lead,  having 
atored  up  aaei«y  aad 
faU.  which  are  drawa 
ing  migration. 

A  few  dam  latar  aft  the  ^  balowa 

fall,  our  friend  (he  '^telligent  Observi-r^ 
points  out  to  us  the  ohaagei  that  are  taking 
^•aea  Ih  the  appearance  of  the  flah.  Tha

flah:  replaced  by  duller  and  darker  hues,  they 
are  moM  spotted,  and  the  aldaa  of  the  malm 

becomes  suffused  with  red. 

The  Heads  of  the  males  also  undergo  a 
noticeable  chanae  during  thabr  fresh  water 
develooment.  The  snout  becomes  distorted 
and  the  tip  of  the  lower  Jaw  hooked,  the  teeth 
become  enlarged,  giving  the  male  fish  a  weapon 
for  attack.  The  head  of  the  femala  aadarfoea 
but  little  change  In  appearance. 

Hie  school  In  the  po<d  is  a  mUling  compact 
mass  of  flah,  resting  or  awaiting  better  eoadl- 
lions  before  attempting  to  negotiate  the  ob- 
stade  confronting  them.  Now  and  again  an 
IndlTldual  flsh  will  aiafei  a  nuh  at  the  faUa, 
and  with  a  atlghty  leap  attain  the  Mpptr  level. 

Fight  Obstacles 

SOMETIMES  many  flsh  are  seen  leaping  at 
the  s&aie  moment.  Others  try  repeated- 
ly,  only  to  fall  baeh  cxhauatad  aad  drift  Into 
the  eddie.s  to  recuperate  On  the  flood  tide, 
conditions  being  more  favoriUale,  the  majority 
Of  tha  fldi  auraioaBt  tha  f  alia  aad  pam  an  up 

the  stream. 

Our  next  meeting  with  the  "Intelligent  Ob- 
aarrer"  la  at  the  apawntag  bade  a  Itttia  teter  In 
the  season  We  arc  advised  to  Obwrve  closely 
on  this  particular  portion  of  the  beds.  In  the 
ahallowa  we  see  many  flsh,  but  it  is  difficult  to 
associate  thc^e  poor  bruised  and  battered 
creatures  with  the  immaculate,  clean-cut  ap- 
pearance of  salmon  of  the  sea. 

A  female  flsh  is  pointed  out  to  ua  In  the  act 
of  spawning.  Watch!  With  a  fluttering  mo- 
tion, it  presses,  or  rubs,  its  sides  and  abdomen 
da  the  bed  of  the  stream.  In  so  doing,  aad 
la  Ita  efforts  to  release  the  eggs.  It  hollows  out 
a  dapreasion  in  the  sand  and  gravel,  which 
tatar  faik  baak  la  place  aad  bortaa  the  eggs. 

A  male  Ash  havOra  clasv  by  In  the  mean- 
time another  feamle  approaches  the  chosen 
loeatlon.  Ttm  auda  fiah  appaaia  to  tafea  ao 

notice  of  the  intrusion,  but  not  00  thaqmwnlag 
female,  for  she  viciously  attaeka  aad  drives  off 
tha  tatarloper  and  latorna  to  the  hollow  again. 
And  woe  be  It  to  any  male  flah  that  approaohaa 
too  near,  for  he  will  be  instantly  attacked  by 
the  male  fish  standing  by  and  driven  ofl  if 
poealble.  But  in  one  instance  a  larger  aaale 
appeared,  and  when  atucked.  fought  fiercely 
and  drove  off  the  first  male,  who  drifted  down 
alraam  aad  did  not  ntorn.  Tha  faaula  waat 
or.  •Ith  her  spawning  heedle.sa  of  the  flght. 
and  finished  her  work  in  company  of  the 
victor. 

The  "Intelligent  Observer"  informs  us  that, 
contrary  to  general  belief,  there  to  no  evidence 
to  iwova  tha  aiwavdav  fltfi  aaite.  Ttta  finala 
does  not  display  any  preference  for  any  one  in- 
dividual male,  and  vice  verm.  Tha  amies  at- 
taac  aad  try  to  drtva  itm^  an  alhar  males  in 
their  vlciMit\  The  f emalM  4Ava  away  other 
females  approachlag  their  eheaaa  loeationa, 
imMm  attack  any  member  of  the  Oppoalte 

sex. 

At  the  finish  of  the  spawning  operation, 
now.  having  completed  tiie  ch-ele  for  which 
they  were  creiCed,  the  parent  flrii  dla-<or  ao 


more  than  once— having  played  their  part« 
thay  pam  but  of  tha  Mary. 

Among  the  enormou-;  quantity  of  spawn 
burled  in  the  bed  of  the  stream,  there  Is  one 
particular  egg  that  is  dcfrtlned  to  make  pis- 
catorial htotory.  Of  oouTM,  wa  cannot  pre- 
tend  to  know  which  one  at  this  stage  of  the 
narrative,  but  wUl  try  to  vlsuaiUte  through  the 
knowledgie  of  tha  mtalUfant  Obaerver"  what 

happens  to  nny  fertillrecl  .salmon  egg  btiPaatll 
its  covering  of  sand  and  gravel. 

After  the  passing  of  many  moons,  a  change 
takes  place  hi  the  appearaaee  of  the  egg. 
enlarges  and  becomes  paler  In  color,  also 
dark  qwt  forms  in  the  centre.  This  is  known 
as  tha  "eyed-agg"  ataga.  Somettana  latar. 
when  the  temperature  of  the  water  and  gravel 
is  favorable,  the  eyed-«gg  is  hatched, 
tiny  flrii  stm  mahM  barlad  tm  the  . 
(a  .small  appendage  attached  to  the  abdomen) 
is  absorbed,  and  the  body  fully  developes. 
Then  wrlfgUov  Ilka  a  aona  through  tha  aaad 
and  gravel  coverlnf, 
ataru  Its  aquatic  Ufa.

a  hundred  and  flfty  feet  or  more,  then 
stopped.  But  5im  that  detesUble  thing  hung 
from  hlB  Jaw  and  there  was  tha  ttda  allvaiy 
strand  still  pointing  upwards. 

niis  was  a  new  experience  for  the  king, 
and  evldanUy  he  did  not  like  it.  for  he  shooiL 
his  head  violently  from  side  to  elrte  much  aa 
a  terrier  shakes  a  rat— but  with  no  avail.

Whan  elee  tbaa  te  AataNlloa  riwuld  «t  as- 
pect to  find  more  undiaeoWfed  fWta  OC  Vital 
Interest  to  mankind?  THe  ragloa  to  Iommri  to 
be  tlw  aottnea  of  ireathwr  aad  flMgnatlo  dto- 
turbances  that  cmicern  the  welfare  of  the 
whole  Southern  hemisphere.  Then,  too,  there 
are  feplogleal  trutha  <tf  IflapotiaMa  to  be 
learned;  for  the  lorlc.^  of  Antarctira  tell  a 
story  that  helps  us  to  comprehend  the  earth's 
pre&tolorle  Mfe. 

When  one  considers  Antarcllca'.s  isolation 
irom  the  rest  of  the  world— for  2.000  miles 
Bopante  heifrom  her  aearett  netghbom.  Oouth 
Africa,  New  Zealand,  Australia  and  South 
Amerioo— 4t  is  difficult  to  understand  how 
ckialljr  Unhed,  aa  ratarda  ettaiatto  ebaofai.  to 
Antarcuca'  vttH  4ho  mt  •£  the  ■outhain 
Hemisphere.

Proof  of  Land  Connections 

THE  proof  of  this  land  connection  to  to  be 
found  in  the  fact  tliat.  In  the  Auatrallan

The  Adventure 

FOR  my  pilot  on  this  adventure  I  am  glad 
to  have  Bernt  Balchen.  He  was  In 
Spltabergen  in  1136  with  Amundsen  and  my- 
self as  a  member  of  the  Norge  Kxpeditlon,  and 
has  since  flown  the  Atlantic  and  piloted 
Admiral  Byrd  to  the  South  Pole,  Mo  better 
man  and  comrade  for  such  a  jooniey  aa  thto 
could  be  found,  I  feel. 

To  Sir  Hubert  WUkins  I  am  indebted  for 
much  advice  and  assistance  In  forming  my 
plans.  In  view  of  the  delay  in  his  proposed 
submarine  venture  in  the  Arctic,  due  to  world 
conditions,  he  has  unselfishly  offeredvto  con- 
tinue this  service  down  to  the  base  in  Ant- 
arc*. -.i.  where  he  win  aerve  aa  my  reporter 
on  the  trip. 

With  Sir  Hubert's  advice  I  have  choeen  a 
Northrop  Delta  low-winx  monoplane  with  a 
total  length  of  twenty-nine  feet  four  and  one- 
half  taMbes  aad  a  wing  spread  of  forty-eight 
feet,  to  be  fitted  with  both  wheels  and  .sltis, 
the  akto,  made  of  laminated  hickory,  to  be 
seven  feet  eight  In^ea  long  and  twenty-one 
inches  wide.

1 THINK  of  my  flight  merely  as  a  voyage  of 
diccove.-y,  because  1  fully  realize  Uiat  the 
beet  X  can  hope  to  aoeompltih  to  to  iiowOiutil 
a  frame'vcrk  so  to  ,p:*ak,  consisting  of  the 
general  fealarcct  along  the  route  of  traverse. 
It  will  remahi  for  tottare  eaplorera  to  fill  la  • 
the  detail.  This  flight  will  be  the  la.st  1  shall 
undertake,  if  it  sucoeeds.  I  shall  rest  content 
thereafter  with  having  been  the  first  man  to 
fly  across  both  the  North  and  South  polar 
regions. 

The  camp  equipment,  weighing  100  pouhdlt 

will  include  hand  .Medge,  tent.  Primus  stove, 
cooking  utcnsiLs,  snaw  shovel,  bnow  kiUie, 
carpenter  saw  for  cutting  snow  bloekiw  two 
pairs  ^of  skis,  medical  equipment  and  two 
sleeping  bags.

A  Clock-Operated  Camera 

Two  Betoa  hand  cameras  for  oblique  and 
vertical  pictures  will  be  carried,  also  a 
new  type  of  camera,  operated  by  a  clock, 
wMeh  will  take  one  picture  every  ten  seconds 
throughout  the  entire  journey.  This,  when 
we  are  flying  at  3,000  feet,  should  record  a 
continuous  strip  record,  one  and  one-half 
miles  wide,  of  the  route  traveried.

If  we  are  not  forced  down  by  audden  storms 


which  we  are  unable  to  fly  over 

or  under  or  around,  we  ahoulil 

make  the  flight  to  the  Weddell 
flea  and  back  hi  twenty  hours. 
And  busy  hours  they  will  be  for 
two  men.  for  Balchen  at  ^le  con- 
troto  and  flie  radios  and  for  me 
as  navigator,  photegtapber  a&d 
record  keeper. 

We  shall  have  to  depend  on 
dead  reckoning  and  hourly  ob- 
servations of  the  sun.  We  must 
eipeet  hmidrad-mlto  vlnda.  fly- 
ing at  10.00«  feet, 
be  abto  to  see  for 
<«  either  aide.  We  ahaU  net  try  to  erom  the 
Pole,  but  will  point  easterly  for  the  rilchnrr 
shell  ice  and  Luitpold  Land,  1,450  miles,  over 
a  part  of  the  globe  that  no  manl  ityaa  have 
.seen. 

Of  course  I  should  prefer  to  make  a  one- 
way fUgbt  of  it,  starting  on  the  Weddell  Sea 
.side  and  ending  at  a  base  in  the  Ross  Sea, 
because  the  great  terra  incogniU  is  the  region 
lying  between  tHe  WMdell  Sea  and  the  South 
Pole.  But  conditions  seem  to  preclude  aooh 
a  posslbUlty.  Only  two  expeditions  have  ever 
succeeded  In  pentrathig  to  the  head  of  the 
ice-choked  waters  of  thto  treacherous  sea, 
WeddeU.  who  reached  It  la  1081,  aad  FUeh- 
ner  m  1012. 

In  1915,  Shackellon,  whose  objective  was 
a.  transcontinental  sledge  crossing  from  the 
Weddell  tp  the  Roes  Sea.  saw  hto  ship,  the 
Eiidursnce.  criished  by  the  driving  pack  loe, 
and  after  an  open-boat  Journey  of  "supreoM 
strife  amid  heaving  waters,"  auoceeded  with

wealth  and  power,  and  beheld  tha  ddwn  of 
new  ideas  and  great  discoveries, 

Down  even  to  oar  own  day  the  power  and 
program  of  nations  may.

Controlling  Parasites  of 
Swinf  by  Plan  of 
Sanitation 

ALL  classes  of  domesticated  animals  har- 
bor numeroua  kinds  of  parasites,  and 
swine  in  particular  arc  liable  to  Infestation 
with  very  large  numbexa  of  these  pesu.  The 
chief  and  moat  harmful  panMMe  affecting 
swine  Is  the  round  Intestinal  w(Ain.  ThCee 
worms  interfere  materially  with  the  abeorp* 
Uon  of  food.  Inrttala  the  hinga  and  stunt  the 
growth. 

In  the  early  stagr.s  of  their  development 
they  travel  through  the  blocd  stream  to  the 
lungs,  are  coughed  up,  then  swallowed  and 
pass  to  the  intestines.  Infection  with'  worms 
causes  rouglilng,  pneumonia,  or  other  lung 
congestions,  which  arc  fatal  In  many  eases, 
and  the  pigs  which  survive  are  apt  to  be 
stunted  and  prove  unpretttabte  feeders. 

Flga  heavily  infeated  wMh  worma  beeome 

paunchy,  have  rough  coats,  may  snuffle  and 
run  at  the  nose  and  eyes,  and  show  signs 
of  general  unthrlfllnaia.    Hie  loiaea  from 

worms  are  great  enough  to  make  It  advisable 
for  the  pig  raiser  to  spend  considerable  time 
and  eflaet  to  aveMlnr 


Turn  Plants  Every  Day 
to  KffpThem  Shapely

it  is  necessary  to  .see  that  each  half  of  the 
plant  gets  an  equal  amount  of  light.  A  good 
ruto  li  to  twtt  your  planto  halfway  raand  each 
day.  thus  equally  distributing  the  light  snd 
resulting  in  each  plant  keeping  iu  nooal.

Prcvcntive  Measures 

SlIAtiL  pigs  get  the  worm  eggs  from  the 
udder  of  the  sow  or  from  the  floor  or 
walla  of  the  pen,  probably  within  a  few  day.s 
after  birth.  Preventive  measures  will  go  a 
long  way  in  eliminating  the  trouUa,  and 
deanllncM  cannot  be  too  strongly  recom- 
mended. Thil  should  start  at  the  Ume  the 
sow  te  prepared  tor  farrowing.

transpta^  an  eaeiiiita  anaiit  of  waiei^aater 
than  the  root*  can  sapplf  it  from  the  soil. 
This  often  causes  tha  awface  of  the  soil 
ta  dry  ant.  and  then  thera  te  daiyir  af 
injury  being  done  to  the  plant 
over-dry  condition  te  remedied.

Timely  Garden  Hints

IF  your  garden  Is  not  very  large  and  you 
manage  it  alone,  you  will  find  it  much 
eaater  to  heap  hk  order  if  yea  keep  your 
annuals  ajid  perennials  in  separate  beds.  When 
ptennlng  your  vurden.  specteltee  in  one  kind 
of  floaper  garden,  amh  as  «  hertaeeoua  or 
Ahrub  border,  rockery,  rbee  garden,  formal  gar- 
dyn  f"**  hulka,^  or--hada-lM(-tha-4lnlav-of-an^ 
nvala  only.  Xf  yea  han  a  hK  of  ovary  type 
eC  design  in  a  small  plot  it  te  apt  to  look  too 
indefhilte  and  it  te  vaqr  hard  to  inroduce  a 
ahrttdng  atftat. 

In  a  flat  garden  the  lawn  may  be  made 

the  chief  feature.  A  thick  green  lawn  in 
perfect  condition  te  beautiful  in  appearance 
and  pleaUng  to  walk  on.  It  will  ahvaya  repay 
for  the  trouble  taken  and  is  admired  by  many. 
If  the  borders  are  lurrowi;  annuate  will  be 
fiond  tiw  noet  satlafaetory  pkmtt.  They  wfll 
produce  a  wonderful  display  and  when  the 
blooms  are  all  over,  the  bordir  can  be  cleaned' 
up  and  dog  over,  whereas  with  a  border  of 
perennials,  anuiteurs  find  difficulty  In  keeping 
it  tidy  without  destroying  a  number  of  plants. 
Thte  can  be  overcome,  fA  ooorse,  if  the  location 
of  each  plant  U  marked  with  a  stake  In  ttie 
Fall,  or  cleaning  up  and  transplanting  are 
deteyed  imtll  growth  commences. 

Renovaring  the  Rockery 

To  have  the  rockery  ,spic  and  span  during 
the  Spring  and  Summer,  first  remove 
dead  teavaa  aftd  other  rubMsh,  then  you  wUl 
be  able  to  examine  the  pltmts  better  and  de- 
termine the  amount  of  damage  that  haa  re- 
smted  dmdnr  Whiter.  Dead  planta  ahooM  be 

lemoved.  but  before  doing  so.  examine  them 
carefully,  and  If  in  doubt,  simply  cut  thsm 
back  and  wan  nntU  growth  beeemee  more  ac- 
tive, as  some  plants  which  appear  to  be  dead 
often  spring  into  growth  when,  we  get  a  few 
warn  daya  and  gentte  ahowwa. 

Mantbtaqaa  whkh  have  been  left  in  the 

ground  over  Winter  .should  be  lifted,  divided 
and  reptented  In  a  different  site.  If  left 
undtetufbed,  thay  aodp  form  thick  maasea  and 
then  deteriorate.  Fcr  thte  rea.s(>n.  it  U  bCSt 
to  divide  theih  every  two  or  three  years. 

Flant  a  few  glacholus  eorms  In  well-tUIed  soil, 
two  Inches  deep  and  eight  inches  apart  to 
secure  your  earliest  blooms.  Follow  thte  at 
regakr  httflrrala  of  about  two  wotia  with  other 
ptenttagatfyM  want  a  aiicceMlaa  c(  Hooms. 


and  do  not  forget  to  maik  the  poaltten  of  the 
row.    Keep  the  rows  at  least  two  feet  apart.

At  thte  Ume 
of  year,  Hhen  tree  stems  aro  already  begin- 
ning to  thicken,  every  tie  which  secures  a  tree 
stem  to  a  support  and  every  tire  or  wire  which 
aeeurea  a  name  label,  should  be  taken  off.

The 
bottom  of  the  box  must  have  holes  bored  In 
tt  fcr  drabmgo,  or  bo  made  of  atets.  Cover 
the  holes  with  pieces  of  broken  pottery  or 
large  pebbles.  Put  in  four  Inchco  of  sotl  and 
firm  irwith  a  brick.  Make  the  top  smooth  and 
m.irk  off  .straight  drills  or  grooves  In  the  soil 
about  three  inches  apart.

Firm  the 
soil  over  the  seed,  water  the  box  by  letting 
it  down  in  a  tub  of  water  so  that  the  water 
does  not  cover  the  top  of  the  soil  and  soaks 
thoroughly  into  the  entire  body  of  tha  aitt.

Starting  Indoors

directions  here  given  apply  generally  to  start* 
ing  seeds  indoors,  and  moat  seedlings  need  a 
fairly  ooM  ptaee,  with  all  the  light  possibte. 
i:  light  Is  remote  they  will  stretch  out  In 
search  of  it.  and  if  the  place  te  too  warm, 
their  grawtti  win  be  forced  and  weak. 

Head  lettuce  plants  do  not  need  transplBnt- 
ing  Indoors  unless  they  come  along  so  faxt 
that  they  are  crowding  each  other  in  tlie  box 
before  it  is  poaslbte  to  act  them  ht  the  garden. 
To  transplant  them  Indoors,  lift  the  tiny  seed-

The  Garden  Week  by  Week

FA  ACH  year  more  gardencia  admire  the 
I  dwarf  rhedodendroM  that  are  exhft- 
ited  at  the  various  flower  .Oiow.s.  A.s  ,» 
rule,  however,  they  admire  these  ptente  from 
a  dtetanee  and  ImagtaM  that  fhey  require  spe- 
cial .soil  and  treatment  Tliat  Is  not  the  oise. 
for.  as  loug  as  the  aoll  te  lime-free,  dwarf  rho- 
<tolwMkPoaa  nwy  ba  grown  In  abnoat  any  took 
garden. 

They  like  the  some  conditions  as  other  riu>- 
dodendrona-a  good,  poraoa  soil  wltti  a  certain 

amount  of  humus  in  It  Ample  drainage  Is 
eanntial,  and  the  soil  must  never  be  allowed 
to  get  bone-dry.  They  miNt  bo  ptantod  hi 
the  same  way  as  other  species  and  hybrids. 
n<A  too  deep  in  the  ground,  and  with  a  mulch 
of  leavaa.  Jiaf  OMUIdar  peat  omai  utter  around 
them. 

Shelter  from  wind  i^  not  such  an  Important 
matter  with  these  dwarfs.  In  fact,  moat  of 
them  live  in  the  hills  of  China  in  much  the 
same  way  as  heather  grows  on  tlie  Scottish 
moors.  They  are  anmatomed  to  almoat  oon- 
atant  wind.  What  is  Important  Is  the  amount 
of  sunshine,  for  many  of  these  Chinese  iUlls 
are  buried  In  clouds  during  many  wai|n  In  tha 
Summer,  and  so  they  should  not  ba  pfcintod  la 
positions  In  full  sunshine. 

There  are,  however,  many  nooks  In  tba  rock 
garden  that  are  not  in  full  sunshine,  it  may 
be  a  spot  that  Is  sheltered  frpm  the  noon  sun 
by  a  rock,  or  a  spot  at  the  foot  of  the  rook 
garden  facing  either  Bast  or  West.  West  te 
best,  beeauae  the  early  sunshine  of  April,  after 
a  frosty  night,  may  do  harm  toy  scorching  the 
hlooms.  ISaere  te  ao-  iHngai  of  thte  HHha 
te  West. 

Gotxi  Selectiofw 

AT  the  end  of  these  notes  wUl  be  found  a 
Itet  of  a  doeen  useful  dwarfs.  Gardeners 
who  have  already  dabbled  in  rhododendrons 
may  complain  that  several  admlrabte  species, 
auoh  aa  rhododendron  William  sianum,  are 
left  out.  There  are,  in  fact,  many  wonderful 
dwarf  ptente  that  are  not  included  in  this  Itet, 
but  most  of  them  Ijave  one  fault  in  the  eyes  of 
the  gardener  who  does  not  specialize  in  rhodo- 
dendrons—although small,  several  yeaia  must 
etepee  before  they  flower. 

On  the  other  hand,  all  the  kinds  mentioned 
in  the  Itet  will  ftewer  In  two  or  three  years  at 
most  from  seedling  itente,  and  if  aiz-lnch 
plant.s  are  purchased,  they  will  bO  ft*ffmt  cer- 
tain to  flower  within  a  year. 

It  will  be  found  that  several  of  the  varieties 
named  will  be  inclined  to  grow  larger  than 
they  do  in  their  naUve  hllte,  and  so  become 
akraggly  In  oourw  of  Ume,  but  thte  may  be 


rrinrdled  by  pinching  or  cutting  off  the  tops  of 
the  loogcr  shoou,  which  wiu  tend  to  make  the 
ptoaH  gMMh  mora  bushy  hi  appaamaoa. 

Plant  in  Clumps 

ANOTKDt  potet  to  ba  MMimbwid  te  the 
fact  thiif  'hr.-.'  plants  In  nature  grow  in 
close  furmsUun.  and  It  is,  therefore,  wise  to 
copy  thte  form  of  gMirth  by  Ranting  tham  Ui 

clumjM. 

These  dwarf  planus  are  so  charming  that  it 
te  atrange  that  more  of  them  are  not  seen  hi 
quite  small  rock  gardens  They  are  attractive 
both  in  flower  and  foliage  through  many 
months  of  the  year.  It  te  only  firom  Daeam- 
bar  to  February  thst  some  of  the'ipaclea  ahOW 
a  oertaln  amount  of  browning  of  tha  fbUagO, 
which  must  not  be  takm  aa  a  aign  a(  tt- 
heaUh,  for  it  te  quite  natural. 

Moet  of  the  following  speclee  may  be  had 
from  local  growers  at  the  present  time.  One 
or  two  lire  still  scarce  in  Brltlih  CMMMila,  but 
will  eoon  be  available. 

Bh.  calostrotum  (April),  clear  rose;  fhMrers 
the  atee  of  a  fUty-ceht  piece  and  large  for  the 
stee  of  the  p!ani;  grev-green  foliage.

Nothing  Mysterious  in 
Caring  for  Ferns

MORE  words  of  argument  have  been  wasted 
over  the  right  cr  tha  Wfoog  way  to  cara 
for  ferns  in  the  house  than  have,  perhaps 
been  vented  over  any  other  plant  or  flower. 

There  realty  to  nothtaig  myatertaoa  aboM  tha 
care  of  ferns,  for  anyone  can  grOW  fedilthy, 
vigorous  ferns  hidoors  if  they  but  obeerve 
tho  feBowliig  lequbciiieuta.  Ckxid  drainage,  a 
fibrous  soil  conlaining  plenty  Of  peat  mou  or 
teaf  mold,  a  tecation  in  subdued  Ught,  where 
tha  Toata  win  ba  cool,  a  fairly  motet  atmoa- 
phere  and  moderate  watering.  Do  not  phtea 
fenu  cn  or  too  near  a  radiator,  for  tha  fonts 
cannot  stand  excessive  heat. 

As  for  rernmmsmlhig  tha  beat  fern  fbr 
household  use.  there  are  so  many  beautiful 
aorte  avaiteble  that  it  te  largely  a  matter  of 
peceeaal  preference,  fbam  tha  aU.  bnt  etU 
pigMar,  Boston  fern  many  Improved  vartetica 
haoa  been  developed,  some  with  extienely

Oontrary  to  general  belief,  distemper  is  not 
confined  to  puppies  and  young  dogs.  Dogs  of 
all  ages  and  breeds.are  subject  to  tho  scourge, 
although  it  te  a  certalu  saiufartlon  to  know 
that,  Uko  dUokonpox  and  mcastes  in  human 
kind,  the  chanaaaaf  your  dog  havhiv  a  eaaand 
dose  are  slim. 

Watch  for  the  wanting  aigns  la  pupplea. 
These  ara  dirtearten  of  tho  ebdomeii.  and  of 

the  Inside  of  the  flanks  and  thighs.  In  older 
dogs,  symptoms  are  frequently  lees  pronounced. 
UaHatty  tha  warning  slgnate  are  loea  of  ap- 
iH-tlte,  general  dullness,  and  a  gummy  appear- 
ance on  tho  inside  of  the  nostrils  and  the  In- 
■*da  adgae  of  the  eyea.  The  nose  te  usually 
dry. 

Not  Paul  Disease 

IT  should  not  be  presupposed  that  tha  dog 
te  doomed  to  die.  just  because  thousands 
of  dega  have  died  from  thte  disease.  There 
are  certain  reaMdtee  whtoh,  M  Mat  M  thM, 
wui  go  a  long  way  to*aiide  Wm  en* 
nine's  life.

The  New  Zealand  went  on  a  cruise 
to  the  Dominion.  One  chief,  after 
being  .shown  over  the  ship.  Kave  him 
the  "kiwi  '  robe,  and  asked  him  to 
promise  that  whenever  he  took  the 
ship  Into  action  he  would  wear  it. 
He  told  him  that  it  had  been  worn 
by  his  forebears  in  war.  but  that  it 
would  never  be  laqolrsd  la  that 
country  again. 

On  August  as.  1914,  when  the  ac- 
tioa  of  HeHgoiand  waa  foa^t.  Sir 
Lionel  said  he  wore  the  robe  in  the 
couiiuii  mail,  aiui  he  added  that 
the  New  Zealand  never  received  a 
scratch  during  the  fight  in^ 

After  this,  the  garment  wa.s  looked 
upon  as  a  mascot.  On  January  24.
